Promising signs from Michael Baird in his first full 
game back from representative honours along 
with the dynamic and inspirational Hiroyuki 
Ishida returning from injury provide positive vibes 
to the Olympic faithful. A number of key players 
were doubtful prior to the last match 

that may do harm in the fixture against Spirit, 
however the expression of determination to make 
the field is one not to go unnoticed. 


Solid performances from stoppers Kohler and 
Fyfe to counter the Petrie and Macallister 
combination will be crucial in this match as
